London, Dec. 19.— In tho Houso of Com- 
mons, to-day, Lord George Hamilton, for- 
merly First Lord of tho Admiralty, mado a 
motion rolativo to Great Britain's navy. 
Tho motion declared that it was necessary 
that large additions should bo immediately 
made to tho navy, and the Houso, therefore, 
demanded to be informed what the intentions 
of tho (lovernment wero in regard to 
strengthening it. Speaking of his motion, 
Lord George said that nobody could servo a 
term of ollieo in the Admiralty without be- 
ing impressed with the disparity between 
rlio naval expenditures of the differ- 
ent nations. Tho British nation com- 
pared with tho others, remained 
almost stationary. Great Britain's 
former distinction as a sea power able to 
hold her own against a European coalition, 
had gone. If tho British Meet was to be 
kept in iv condition to tneot tho com- 
bined lleetH of any two nations, 
larger expenditures, coupled with prompter 
action, would bo necessary. Ho did 
not desire that the House should 
consider his motion as a party move, voting 
censure on tho Government. It was made 
with a view to giving tho Government a 
chance of explaining its policy, and also 
with a view to eliciting a statement to allay 
tho anxiety of tho country. 

When Mr. Gladstone arose to reply to 
Lord George he was loudly cheered. Tho 
Prime Minister said that it must have as- 
tonished tho Houso to hear tho Right" Hon- 
orable member for Middlesex (Lord 
George) describe his motion as 
ono of a private member free 
from party character and standing 
entirely apart from a vote or want of con- 
fidence in the Ministry. A motion imply- 
ing that the House should tako out of the 
hands of the executivo of tho government 
ono of its primary duties certainly amount- 
ed to ccneuro. It waa now too 
late for tho right honorablo member to 
spring from accepting tho full respon- 
sibility of his motion concerning tho condi- 
tion of tho navy. It was not upon a chance 
debate nor in response to assertions which, 
even if thoy were true, did not embrace the 
whole subject that the Houso could pro- 
nounce a reliablo judgment. It would bo 
prematuro, dangerous evon, for tho 
Government to mako a full state- 
ment us to its views concerning 
the navy, but to contend that the situation 
of Great Britain to-day was ono of emer- 
gency and danger, was to pronounce an 
opinion which was irrational and ab- 
surd. Great Britain remained notably ad- 
vanced in all her preparations for future 
contingencies. In the work of constructing 
the vessels required, the country was so far 
before other countries that it could justly 
bo said that the strength of tho British 
navy excelled that of any two other coun- 
tries. 

To compare the relative number of Brit- 
ish warships with the French and Russian 
vessels, was a fallacious test. The British 
ships wero larger and of better material 
than those that could bo sent uguinst 
thorn. Great Britain at this moment 
had in battle ships 557,000 tons of 
lighting material against France's und 
Russia's combined 313,000 tons. Great 
Britain has nineteen battle ships and France 
and Russia only fourteen. In warships of 
all classes (Ireat Britain was stronger 
than any throo powers. (Cheers.) Fight 
of the ships figuring in the French 
and Russian navies were old wooden 
armored ships of tho stylo discarded 
as inefficient for tho British navy. In 
every class of warships the British had 
larger and moro powerful vessels than the 
Frenoh or Russians. (Cries of hear ! 
hear ! ) It was therefore absurd to desctibo 
the present as a moment of danger calling 
for premature sttlement. 

Great Britain's superiority in tho power 
of constructing warships was still more 
striking than her superiority in existing 
strength. As to tho future, supposing no 
new ships wero laid down he believed that 
in 1SD7, although France and Russia might 
have eight more battleships, they would still 
be in tho minority as regards tonnage. Of 
course, Mr. Gladstone added, there would 
be additions to the British navy. The Ad- 
miralty was engaged in considering plans 
to strengthen the navy, but there 
was no reason for prematurely dis- 
closing what was contemplated. When 
the opportune time arrived, tho Houso 
would learn of theso plans. In the mean- 
time tho government should not be asked 
to depart from the usual methods by which 
the vast expenditures of the country 
were yearly provided for. Mr. Glad- 
stone, in conclusion, ex pressed tho hope 
that tho Houso would not lend its counten- 
ance to the motion, which ho declared, mar- 
shalled the party forces on the question of 
Imperial defence. It was a bad example 
that ho trusted the House would not follow 
As the Prime -Minister took his seat he was 
again heartily cheered. 

Kt, Hon. Arthur J, Balfour, Conservative 
leader in tho House of Commons, complained 
that Mr. Gladstone offorded no information 
as to what was tho naval policy of the Gov- 
rninent. The Opposition, said Mr. Bal- 
four, had carried patience to the ex- 
treme in abstaining from pressing 
tho Government to mako u statement, yet 
all information had been refused. Now 
they were taunted with setting their party 
above their country and with trying to make 
party capital out of a subject that ought to bo 
kept national. Tho only envenomed party 
feeling yet perceptiblo in dealing with 
the BUbjeet had been tho remarks of Mr. 
Gladstone in trying to turn tho question of 
national danger into one of small personal 
animosity. Mr. Gladstone had protested 
against, breaking precedents in being asked 
to state the plans of tho Government. In 
1884-| continued tho speaker, when thero was 
far less danger than now, tho Government 
hud given an account of its naval 
policy and of tho plans in regard to first 
class battle ships and tho resolution of tho 
House had been followed inadequately by 
the giving out of contractu for tho construc- 
tion of now ships. That was a prece- 
dent which tho Government now wun 
asked to follow. Tho argument of Mr. 



Gladstone that there was no emergenoy 
because at tho prosent moment the British 
nivy waa equal to the Frenoh and Russian 
navies together 

never was an emergency unless it was 
Into to repair it, (Hour, hear.) Tho 
anxiety felt was not in regard to the pres- 
ent, but in regard to tho future. Every 
month now was wanted, and tho loss 
resulting could not bo repaired by sudden 
ellbrt. Now was tho appointed time, 
(Cheers.) Tho Prime Minister, in arguing 
that the British navy now was not inferior 
to what tho Russian and French 
navies would bo in 1S97, had not 
taken nccount of tho ships for coast 
defence, which Franco and RusBi'a 
had in procoss of construction, Thoso 
powerB wero now building ships, which, 
it waB true, could not mako long voyages; 
but whioh from their construction and 
armament wero capable of taking part in 
engagements with battle ships. Taking theso 
into consideration Great Britain, in 1S97, 
would bo inferior to France and Russian by 
eighteen ships capable of taking part in a 
great naval battle. He (Balfour) could not 
make out why tho Prime Minister had se- 
lected 1897 for tho comparison, for 1SU0 
would bo a more critical period. The Gov- 
ernment, do what it could would not be 
able to place tho navy on an equality with 
thu French and Russian navies by 1S!)U. 
The Prime Minister had not said a single word 
showing that he understood or was ready 
to take steps to meet the danger, which was 
a subject of overwhelming importance. In 
future naval conflicts England would play 
against opponents staking nothing, while 
England would stake all. No question of 
domestic policy compared in importance 
with the tremendous issues ruised by tho 
motion of tho RightJHon. Member for Mid- 
dlesex. Mr. Balfour was loudly cheered 
when ho resumed his seat. After a lengthy 
debate Lord Hamilton's motion was carried 
by 1210 to 201.

the further fact that in any event the Pro 
visional (lovernment by its own declared 
limitation is only " to exist until 
tho terms of union with the United States 
of America have been negotiated and ugreed 
upon," it is to he hoped that after the assur- 
ance of the members of the Government, 
that such a union could not. be consummated, 
a peaceful adjustment of tho difficulty 
might bo compassed. 

"Actuated by theso desires und pur- 
poses, I instructed Mr. Willis to advise 
the Queen and her supporters of my desiro 
to aid restoration of tho status oxisting 
before the lawless landing of tho United 
States forces at Honolulu on tho 10th 
of January last, if such restoration could 
bo effected upon terms providing for 
clemency as woll u3 justice to all parties 
concerned. Tho conditions suggested, as 
instructions, show contemplate a general 
amnesty to thoseconcerned, in the setting up 
of tho ProviBionalGovernment, and recognit- 
ion of all its bona lido acts and obligations; in 
short, that the restored government should 
resume its authority as if its continuity hud 
not been interrupted. 

These conditions have not proved accept- 
able to tho Queen, and though she has been 
informed that they will be insisted upon, 
and unless acceded to, tho elfort at present 
being made to aid in the restoration of her 
Government will ceaso, I have not 
thus far loarned that she is 
willing to yiold them her aequies- 
ence. The check which my plans have 
thus encountered prevented their presenta- 
tion to tho members of tho Provisional 
Government. Through unfortunate public 
misrepresentations of the situation and exag- 
gerated statements regarding the senti- 
ments of our people, obviously injured tho 
proapects of successful executive media- 
tion. Therefore I submit this communica- 
tion with the accompanying exhibits, em- 
bracing Mr. Blount's report, the evidence 
and statements tuken by him at Honolulu, 
the instructions given both to Blount and 
Willis, and the correspondence connected 
with the affair iu hand. 

Commending this subject of extended 
powers and wide discretion to Congress, I 
desire to add tho assurance that I shall bo 
grotified to help operate any legislative 
plan which may bo devised for tho solution 
of the problem before us which is consistent 
with American honor, integrity and mor- 
ality.

Tho turmoil in which the House ad- 
journed yesterday was but the forerunner of 
the storm which broke to-day, and in antici- 
pation of interesting developments, there 
was an unusually good attendance of 
members. Immediately aftor the read- 
ing of tho journal, Mr. Bourke 
Coekran (Democrat, New York) intro- 
duced a resolution reciting tho events 
which led up to tho revolution in tho 
Hawaiian Islands and asking for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of seven to inquire 
into it, and to the connection which the U. 
S. had with the Hawaiian embroglio. Aftor 
a brief discussion this resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on rules. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, offered a resolu- 
tion for which ho asked immediate con- 
sideration. The resolution stated that tho 
President had ignored the rights and pre- 
rogatives of Congress, and had as- 
sailed its dignity. Mr. Boutelle spoke 
in support of his resolution, and 
appealed to the House, as one of the co- 
ordinate branches of the Congress which tho 
President had ignored, to assert its rights. 
The point of order was very frequently 
mado that Mr, Boutelle was not speaking to 
the question of privilege. The resolution 
was linally referred to tho Committeo on 
Foreign Affairs. 

The urgent deficiency bill next cropped 
up and the paragraph providing for pension 
examiners furnished material for much talk. 
No sooner was this item out of the way than 
the House became tangled up on an amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Hayes, Democrat, 
Iowa, appropriating $130,000 for mileage 
and, under tho leadership of Messrs. Bland 
and Dolman, a filibuster was inaugurated 
which occupied tho attention of the 
Houso until lato in the afternoon. 

The committeo on rules finally came to 
tho rescue, and by reporting a special order 
succeeded in obviating tho difficulty, when 
tho bill was passed and the Houso adjourn- 
ed at (i:'20 o'clock.

British Columbia and Washington 
Ollicers Run a Gang 1 of Pirates 
" to Their Nest. 



Plunderers of a Fishing Schooner— 
Probably the Raiders of tho 
"San Pedro." 



Three important arreats were made yes- 
terday morning by Provincial Ollicer M 
Neill and Sheriff E. W. Townsend, of Sun 
Juan county, Washington, and tho prison- 
ers—George Stephens, A. Mcintosh and 
William Griffiths — aro now in jail pending 
investigation into several aerioua charges 
against them. One of the charges, but not 
tho moat aeriou3, ia that of robbing the fish 
ing schooner L'Zzie Colby at Auacortea on 
the night of the 3rd inat., of her entire navi- 
gating equipment, valued at over $000 
This will probably not bo the lirat indict 
ment they will huvo to answer, for Ollicoi 
McNeill feels certain that they aro tho par- 
ties who plundered the San Pedro about 
three months ago, and who, when u tug wus 
sent ufter them, defied her to follow, threat- 
ening those on board with their firearms. 
Collector Milne, who ia now in possession of 
two small sloopa belonging to tho three 
prisoners, will also like to hear, no doubt, 
what explanation they can give for tho 
numerous trips they havo mado fron 
Canadian to American shores without com 
plying with tho customs regulations. 

After tho Lizzie Colby robbery Shorill' 
Townsend searched his county for tho rob- 
bers for three days without avail, and was 
about to give up when ho resolved a lottor 
from Officer McNeill, who lias for some 
tinio puBt been stationed on Saturua Island 
The latter had noticed threo very suspicious 
looking characters loitering around tho 
island, and suspecting them wrote to 
Sheriff Townsend about them. Upon 
assuring himself that tho men wero 
those wanted for robbing tho schooner, 
Sheriff Townsend in company with tho 
sheriff of Skagit county, started for Saturna 
Island. Otlicer McNeill had in tho mean- 
whilo kept a pretty cloao surveillanco over 
the men, and when the two sheriffs joined 
him tho three started in search. After a few 
days hunt, in which they travelled over 
sixty milea in a small row boat, tho otlicer 
from Skagit county returned home, while the 
other two came to Victoria for the Provincial 
police naphtha launch, with which they 
headed for Guah Island, tho initial point of 
the first search, where they discovered their 
men with all their plunder, comfortably 
quartered in a littlo hut. 

Tho men when arrested partly acknowl 
edgod their guilt, but wero too anxious to get 
back to tho American side for the ollicers to 
comply with their wish, even had it been law- 
ful, ao they and their apportainings, includ- 
ing tho two sloops and tho schooner's 
equipments, wero brought to Victoria. 
Gush Island is situated cloao to Sidney, 
Snauich, and was, tho ollicers think, a fine 
hiding place for lawbreakera, who could 
with discretion do any amount of plunder 
ing on the Canadian and American coasts 
without being easily located.

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LAST DAYS OF SCHOOL. 



Interesting 1 Exercises at Victoria 
West and Kock Bay Ward 
Schools. 



Instructive Addresses by Proniiueiit 
Men— Programmes, Promotion 
and Prize Lists. 



The teachers and pupils of tho Victoria 
West and Hook li.iy public schools mot to- 
gether yesterday for the last time this year. 
To-day thoy enter upon their Christmas 
vacation, which will not como to an end 
until January S, 1894. Tho closing exer- 
cises at tho Victoria West school attracted 
perhaps tho largest audience that has over 
been seen there ; how many more would 
havo enjoyed tho afternoon programme 
could they but have gained udmissiou can 
only bo gueesed at. Tho achool room was 
crowded almost to suffocation, and many 
woro forced to go disappointed away. 

Though having little time at their dis- 
posal tho teachers and scholars* of Victoria 
West had with tho decorative material at 
their command worked wonders, transform 
iug tho business like school room into a 
very pretty hall, gay with bunting and 
evergreens and bright, with (lowers. Num- 
erous artistic dosigns and appropriate 
mottoes relieved the walls of their bareness 
and tho whole appearance of the school 
room was bright, cheery and attractive. 
So tasteful were tho decorations that they 
could not fail to attract general notice, and 
many were tho compliments they received 
from the prominent visitors who graced 
tho platform during the day, Chief of 
theso was Hon. Col. Baker, Minister of Ed- 
ucation, who witli Mrs. lUker was early to 
arrive There wire also present Dr. S. D. 
Pope, Superintendent of Education; Trustee 
Caleb Bishop ; Rev. W. 1). Harbor, Mr. M. 
Humher and many others who have mani- 
fested an active interest in educational 
matters. 

Tho programme for morning and after- 
noon was as published in Sunday's Colonist, 
and in its presentation the pupils showed 
themselves very proliciont entertainers, tho 
recitations especially being given with 
natural grace and ease very seldom attained 
by school children of any age. Indeed tho 
elocutionary efforts of the Victoria West 
boys and girls must rank at tho top of the 
city Bchools. A local spico was introduced 
into one or two of the dialogues, which the 
seniors contributed, and it is needless to say 
was heartily appreciated. 

Hon. Col. Uakor was tho first of tho 
visitors to address the pupils and parents 
gathered for the closing, lie devoted him- 
self more particularly to the former, im- 
pressing upon them the fact, that study iB 
not simply for the purpose of enabling the 
scholars to pass certain examinations, but is 
to discipline tho mind and tit boys and 
girls for performing the duties of life which 
will devolve upon them as men and women. 
To the boys he spoke of the value of gentle- 
ness and courage, tho respect which is 
woman's duo, and tho contemptiblo charac- 
ter of a lie ; tho girls, ho said, had an oven 
moro important part to act in ono respect 
than had tho boys. It was tho girl who be- 
came the head of tho home and upon her 
depended the happiness of tho home in a 
great measure; so girls should in their school 
days cultivate pleasantness and fit them- 
selves for this responsible part assigned 
them. Ho could not but feel and express 
pleasure with tho educational progress at 
Victoria West, and took occasion also to 
comment upon the attractive school room 
and tho creditable programme. 

Dr. Pope, who followed, confined his ad- 
dress more to the progress of the school as 
shown by facts and figures. The enrolment 
during the year, he said, had' been 215 
names, with an average daily attendance of 
1G5. Ho also spoke with satisfaction of tho 
very few cases of corporal punishment re- 
ported from this school, and referred in com- 
plimentary terms to the efficiency of tho 
teaching and to the beauty of the closing 
day decorations. He was suro that teachers 
as well as pupils h:id woi ked diligently, en- 
ergetically and with good resultd. 

Trustee Bishop was received with "He's 
a Jolly Good Fellow," to which he smilingly 
replied by assuring the boys that "we're all 
jolly good fellows together." He dwelt up- 
on tho necessity of individual effort, in order 
that the high standard of the school might 
bo maintained, and urged the scholars to be 
obedient and industrious. 

Mr. M. dumber gave one of his charac- 
teristic addresses which the boys and girls, 
parents and teachers alike appreciated, and 
Rev. Mr. Barber scored a point and at the 
samo time created no little amusement by 
saying that the Vietoria West school con- 
stantly reminded him of a very big achool 
boy with a coat many sizes too small for him, 
tho sleeves up to the elbows and the back 
pinched ond drawn. He referred to the 
great improvement in the school, even since 
his arrival in the citj , md then, addressing 
himself moro particui ir'y to the elder boys, 
dwelt upon the uecesxiiy of proceeding with 
a definite aim in life, which aceompliabed 
greater results than haphazard expenditure 
of energies ever could. 

The prizes awarded in this school by the 
Victoria West Hall Co. were won by Edgar 
Possel, of Mr. Nicholson's room (head of 
tho school) and Percy Craft. 

ItOCK BAY SCHOOL 

Tho closing scenes at the Rock Bay 
school, in charge of Miss Horton and Miss 
P. Frank, were witnessed yesterday, a 
number of parents and friends attending. 
Inspector Burns and Trustee Bishop deliv- 
ered brief addresses, and the appended 
programme was very satisfactorily carried 
out.

CARDS COME INTO COURT. 

Ilackmnn Crozler's Sworn Statement That He 
Received n Hundred Dollars From 
the Accused. 

Tho card cupo was resumed in tho Supreme 
court yesterday morning at 11 before Mr. 
Justico Crease, Samuel Nesbett being the 
first witness examined. He was engaged us 
bartender at tho Nickel Plate, but could re- 
member merely tho fact of tho plaintiff 
having been in tho Nickol Plato, not being 
able to fix the day or month. In answer to 
questions from the Judge, witness said 
that plaintiff played cards with the 
defendants in tho back room, where he took 
drinks into them several times. He saw 
bills on tho table; ho might have gone to 
tell Juckson that "there was a game on," 
but, at any rate, ho got §:i() for tho extra 
work that night attending bar. On closing 
up tho Baloon ho took tho keys to Garvin uc 
the Dolmontco, upstairs. 

G. A. Burton, who was bartender at tho 
Delmonico at tho time, gave evidence us to 
the card playing in tho club-room upstairs, 
but had no recollection of having seen Jack- 
son there then. 

0. M. Crozier corroborated tho state- 
ments of iho plaintiff as to tho latter's move- 
ments before going to tho Nickel Plate. 
Afterwards, when he had put his horse 
away, ho returned to tho saloon, where ho 
found McConnell and Jackson playing. 
About midnight Garvin said to witness that 
he had won about 8300 from McConnell, and 
offered Crozier a $•-'() bill, which ho refused. 
Eventually they gave him t?U)0 in all, be- 
cause they thought ho was tho means of 
bringing McConnell there. Plaintiff was 
intoxicated when brought to tho saloon, 
pretty much so. Garvin proposed to share 
with witness the money he would win from 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Walls then told tho court that that 
was his caso. 

His Lordship called Crozier and asked 
him if he thought ho was acting rightly in 
thus treating a man, who was practically 
his host, taking advantago of him in such a 
way ? 

Crozier did not make any answer. 

His Lordship, after looking at him for 
some time, said : "That is sufficient, you 
don't, wish to answer. Do you expect any- 
thing out of this ? " 

"No, sir," answered Crozier. He said, 
in reply to another query, that ho had only 
received his fare, $1.50, which was paid to 
him by Mr. Walls' clerk when he was sub- 
poemed. In answer to Mr. Taylor, ho re- 
peatedly denied having been near Mr. 
Walls' oilice. Mr. Taylor did not Bee him 
come out of Mr. Walls' office to-day. 

After lunch Mr. Taylor asked for an ad- 
journment, of two or threo duys, in order to 
enable tho stenographer to extend his notes. 
His Lordship did not see tho necessity for 
this, but said that ho would grant tho in- 
dulgence, although reluctantly, as all tho 
facts of the caso woro freBh in memory. 

Mr. Walls asked if tho defence intended 
calling any witnesses, and after a while the 
answer was given in the negative, that thoy 
intended to argue for a non suit. 

The case was then adjourned till Saturday.

A CANADIAN DIPLOMATIST. 

Mr. Bowell, when in Honolulu, did what 
he could to induce the business mon of that 
city to take an interest in both the Aus- 
tralian-Canadian steamship lino and the 
Pacific cable. The Hawaiian newspapers 
speak of him and his mission in the highest 
terms, and Mr. Bowell, on his part, took 
tho courso that was certain to please them. 
He spoke respectfully of the Government 
tie facto, and alluded to President Dole in 
deferential terms. Tho Minister of Customs, 
in this matter, showed that he pos- 
sesses some of the qualities of a 
s'dlful and an experienced diplo- 
matist. Ho resorted to the best pos- 
sible means to gain the goodwill of 
his audience and to prevail upon them to 
lend a willing ear to what ho had to Bay. 
Here is an extract from the report of his 
speech before the Chamber of Commerce 
■which is composed of "some of the Govern- 
ment officials and business men of Hono- 
lulu :" 

"It is through the kindness of President 
Dole that I am here, and I am much in- 
debted for the privilege of meeting with the 
commercial men of Honolulu. Tho Cana- 
dians are a self governing people, and are 
i cry anxious of extending trudo relations 
in any direction where an opening 
c.iu be found. Ample facilities have 
been provided for communication with 
tho outside world along the eastern 
coast, but until recently little has beeudono 
to establish it from the Western coast. Tho 
new Canadian-Australian Steamship Com- 
pany affords facilities for trade with Hawaii, 
i'lji and the Australasian colonies. It ia not 
possible that any considerable volume of 
trade can be built up in a few days, for 
muqh time is required for such a purpose. 
If, however, this new line ia to be made suc- 
cessful, it will require the assistance of all 
the "ountries interested in it. Tho Hawa- 
iian Island-i uro deeply interested in the 
lino, and I trust thoy will offer as much aid 
ns your finances will permit. Canada has 
voted a subsidy of §125,000 por annum for 
ten years." 

Mr. Bowell pointed out that a large open- 
ing existed in Western Canada for sugar, 
fruits and other products of these islands. 
Cire would bo required to be taken, he 
said, in packing and shipping such goods, 
s j i>B to meet the tastes of tho Canadian 
market. An important matter in this con- 
nection was the laying of a Pacific cable. 
At considerab'e length he Bpoke of the 
necessity for telegraphic communication 
between the islands of the Pacific, Aus- 
tralasia and Canada, and urged tho 
Chamber of Commerce to give careful con- 
sideration to the propriety of aiding that 
enterprise. 

It is quite evident that Mr. Powell made 
u good impression on his hearers, and that 
whatever turn affairs in Hawaii may take, 
lie will be kindly remembered by tho men 
who heard him, and the en'.erpriscs ho re- 
commended will be looked upon with favor. 



HAWAIIAN CRITICISM. 

It ia unfortunate that in this part of the 
world wo can hear only one Bide of tho Ha- 
waiian story. The annexationist party on 
tho iBlanda ia noisy enough, and tho advo- 
cates of independence have a good deal to 
say for themselves, but the royalists are 
silent. They do not appoar to have a 
mouthpiece, or if they have, its utterances 
do not reach us. Tho Hawaiian newapapera 
that como by the mail, without exception, 
support tho Provisional Government and 
favor its continuance They quote with ap- 
proval everything that is said in tho United 
States against tho courso pursued by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, against Mr. Secretary Gres- 
ham's letter, and against Mr. Blount'a re- 
port. As far as wo have seen, they refrain from 
vilifying tho dothronod Queen, and they do 
not repeat tho unpleasant und indecent 
things that aro said about her by some of 
the American papers. In fact, for a country 
whose political affairs uro unsettled, ono in 
which a revolution may bo said to bo still 
in progress, tho tone of tho Hawaiian 
newspapers is singularly moderate. This is 
greatly to their credit. 

Tho Hawaiian Gazette of the 'J„h instant, 
contains an article on Mr. Blount'a report. 
The editor comments upon its being " hid- 
don from sight and inspection so long " in 
terms not by any moans sovero. He mildly 
ftoouses Mr. Blount of practising deception 



when ho arrived on tho Island. He allowed 
tho citizens of Honolulu to believe thut all ho 
wuntcd was information relative to the con- 
dition of the island. "Ho called for," says the 
Gazette, "extended tabular reports upon tho 
resources, revenues, land system, govern- 
ment property, taxation, private enter- 
prises, distribution of wealth and produc- 
tive activity, and all other matters calcul- 
ated to throw light upon tho productive 
usefulness of these Islands to tho United 
States and their adaptation to become u de- 
sirable member of tho Union. This ques- 
tion all supposed to be hia objective point — 
all except the royalists, who wero better 
advised, and hero and thero an annexation- 
ist, whom hia associates frowned upon as 
exhibiting a suspicious and unreasonable 
temper." 

The Gazette now aeea that this was not 
the kind of information that Mr. Blount 
really wanted. Whilo ho was asking for 
statiatica about sugar and information re- 
specting trade, ho was quietly pursuing his 
inquiries along another und a very different 
line. Prom the Commissioner's report the 
Gazette finds that " hia inquiries all have, 
in reality, been upon ono question, and one 
only, namely: ' Did Minister Stevens over- 
throw tho Queen by tho uao of tho forcea of 
tho United States, so us to require the lat- 
ter to redress tho wrong done by replacing 
her on the throne '.' ' It was this question, 
and this alone, which President Cleveland 
sent liia Commissioner over hero to conduct 
inquiries upon, It Was this question alone 
that Mr. Blount was seriously concerned to 
obtain testimony about. It was to gaining 
such testimony that ho diligently devoted 
his moat arduous und protracted labors. 
Probably no one will now controvert this 
fact." 

It is rather suprising that although the 
Gazette disapproves of the way in which 
Mr. Blount obtained his information, it 
does not question tho accuracy of 
his report in any particular. Surely 
if Mr. Blount's report contained gross mis- 
statements tho Hawaiian newspaper sup- 
porting tho Provisional Government and op- 
posing the restoration of the Queen would 
hasten to expose any perversion of the 
truth made by the Commissioner. But it 
does nothing of tho kind. This being the 
case, the only conclusion that an impartial 
outsider can arrive at is, that Mr. Blount's 
statements of fact aro perfectly correct, 
that matters when the Provisional Govern- 
ment assumed tho reins of power and de- 
posed tho Queen wero exactly as they aro 
represented to bo by Mr. Blount. Tho 
Gazette represents the report us one-sided, 
but it doeu not say that it is in any respect 
untrue. 



NEW STATES. 



There is talk of adding throe moro States 
— Utah, New Mexico und Arizona — to the 
Union. It does not appear to us that those 
will be very vuluuble accessions to the Uni- 
ted States. They are thinly peopled, and 
when they become Stutes each of them will 
bo entitled to aa largo a representation in 
the Senate aa the lurgest and most populous 
Stute in the Union. The complaint not long 
ugo was that the new States, whose popula- 
tion ia small, exercised an undue influence 
in the Senate. When they were not favor- 
able to tho legislation approved by the ma- 
jority, both of the people and of Congress, 
they wero able to obstruct the 
work of the Senate, and might 
be in a position in certain contingencies 
to defoat tho wishes of tho majority, both 
in and out of tho Legislature. The addi- 
tion of three moro thinly peopled States 
will without doubt aggravate this evil. The 
population of Utah is only 207,1)00. New 
Mexico has not many moro than 153,600, 
and tho population of Arizonu by the cen- 
sus of 1890 was 59,620. The aggregate popu- 
lation of these threo territories is not quite 
420,000. Allowing that they have increased 
."10,000 in three years, their population 
would now be not more than 450,000. When 
they become atates they will be entitled to 
six senators, while New Vork State, with 
its population of over five millions — moro 
than ten times us many as tho 
three territories— can send only two 
members to tho Senate. It will be 
singular if tho undue repreaentation in 
the Senate of small and sparsely peopled 
Statea doea not before long bring on a crisis 
more aerioua und more intense than was 
created by the obstructive tactics of the 
Senators from the ailver Stales a few 
months ugo. A very severe strain was then 
placed upon ono of the institutions of the 
Great Republic. It seemed to outsiders 
that something would have to give way if 
thut strain wero continued much longer. 
Happily tho obstructives ceased obstructing 
before the patience of the nation was en- 
tirely worn out; but another minority or 
a majority representing a minority of the 
people may not bo so prudent. They may by 
un injudicious exercise of their conatitutionul 
power seriously displease the majority 
of tho pooplo and it is not to bo expected 
that the whole Union will submit patiently 
to tho rulo of senators representing but u 
fraction, and not by any moans a lurgo iruc- 
tion of the people. What wus the other 
day shown to be a weak spot in the consti- 
tution may provo to bo the cause of its ruin, 
and that too, beforo very long. 

Utah has been for somo time a thorn in 
the sido of the UnPcd States. Tho peculiar 
institution of ita Mormon population has 
prevented ita being admitted into the 
family of Statea. Tho Mormons seeing thut 
tho practice of polygamy bus plucod them 
under serious political disabilities have, to u 
certain extent, repudiated thisarticloof their 
creed. They declaro that thoy no longer 
believe in polygamy and that thoy 
have ceased to practise it. Thero aro 
a good many who pluco vory littlo fuith in 
tho repudiation of the favorito doctrine 
and cherished practice of tho Mormons. 
Lot Utah onco becomo a Stato and it will 
bo aeon how soon tho Mormons will go buck 



to their old ways. Thoy will then have 
power to make laws relating to marriage, 
an I they will have also power to niter and 
amend their State constitution. Can they 
bo trusted with the power of making mar- 
riage laws, und uro the United Stutea pre- 
pared to permit ono of their number to 
legitimise polygamy 1 Before Utah ia ad- 
mitted to Statehood, tho pooplo of the 
United Statea must have niado up their 
minds either to truBt tho Mormons, or bo 
prepared to tolerate polygamy. 

FA VORABLY RECEIVED. 

The December number of "Tho Colonics 
and India" contains a long and compliment- 
ary notice of an " interesting and volumin- 
ous pamphlet published by tho direction of 
tho Provincial Government, relating to this 
promising young Province," British Colum- 
bia. The reviewer laments that so littlo is 
known of thio Pacific Province in Great 
Britain. Ho saya : " British Columbia, wo 
venture to think, ia one of those districts 
known to moat peoplo by namo, but the 
locality, we imagine, could bo cor- 
rectly given by only one out of 
every dozen. Vet, wc repeat, by a largo 
proportion of intelligent, people British 
Columbia is u name — a name upon the map 
and nothing more. Jt will, therefore, Bur- 
prise many to learn that the area of British 
Columbia is estimated at 382,000 square 
miles, but the population of this extensive 
country is less than 100,000 all told." 

Large extracts from British Columbia 
and Its Resources are quoted with 
approval, and the writer ia impress- 
ed with the fairness und frankness 
of the author. Ho concludes by saying: 
"No one, therefore, after reading the 
pamphlet can justly complain that thero 
has been any want of candor. Jt seems to 
us that the whole position is Bet forth in an 
eminently truthful manner." This ia no 
moro than justice to the excellent little 
work published and distributed by the 
Government thia year. It ia encouraging to 
see that the book ia noticed in so widely cir- 
culated a publication us "Tho Colonies und 
India," and that it has made so favorable an 
impression on a m in ao well able to judge of 
its merits us its editor.

THE auction sale of condemned militia 
stores, conducted by Mr. Joshua Daviea at 
the public market yesterday, proved a 
bonanza for tho poor, whom it enabled to 
procure comfortable winter clothing almost 
for a song. Regulation groat coats, thick, 
well made and warm, were sold as cheaply 
as 50 cents each ; stout boots were had for a 
correspondingly small amount, and rugs and 
blunkets went for only a small percentage 
of their valuo. 

Thk American sloop Gracie Felitz was in 
Departure Bay last week for a short time. 
She did not enter at the Customs House 
here or at Nanaimo. A Colonist corres- 
pondent was informed by a man who was on 
board her, that she is well rigged and thor- 
oughly fitted up for such an expedition as 
sho is reported to be engaged in. There 
was u complete prospecting outfit on board, 
including u very large supply of quicksil- 
ver, Those on board declined to Bay any- 
thing with regard to the course they would 
take after leaving the Bay. 

Sanitary Officer Murray yesterday 
had a resident of Vancouver street in the 
Police court to answer a charge of having 
his premises in un unsanitary condition. 
Mr. Fell appeared for tho defence, his argu- 
ment being that the nuisance had been in a 
measure abated and was in reality duo to 
the ineflieiency of the municipal drainage. 
ThiB Mr. Murray denied, and in cross- 
examiuation declared that tho premises re- 
ferred to were in twenty times worso con- 
dition than Cook street and Bixty times us 
bad qb Government. A remand was taken 
in the matter. 

Ok Friday tho flagship Royal Arthur bids 
farewell to Victoria and sails for the South 
on her winter cruise. Yesterday ull was 
bustle aboard, taking on coal and making 
the last of her preparations for departure. 
Her first objective point is Monterey, thence 
on hor way down the coast sho will call ut 
various ports, probably reaching Coquimbo 
about the middle of March and Valparaiso, 
the furthest south she will go, at the end of 
tho same month. Then alio heads north 
again, and there is a probability, though it 
is by no means definitely arranged that she 
will cull ut the Fiji. Tahiti and other Pacific 
islands, including Hawaii, on her way back 
to Esquimau, where she will likely return 
towards the middle of July. H.M.S. Gar- 
net remains at Esquimalt until the middle 
of February, when alio is expected to go 
South to meet her relief, H.M.S. Satellite, 
winch it is understood is coining out to 
take hor place on this station. Tlio Satel- 
lite is a third class cruiser of 1420 tons, 
similar to the Hyacinth, and she has once 
before been attached to tho North Pacific 
station. 

TlIE Victoria sloop Medlark, owned by 
William C. Christie, a tobacconist of Gov- 
ernment street, and sailed on hor last 
voyage by tho owner and a companion 
known us Antone, lies a wreck on tho Ross 
Bay beach, where she came to grief several 
days ugo.. She had been stockod with a 
miscellaneous cargo of dry goods and 
"notions," and left port last Wednesday on 
a trading cruise along tho island coast. 
Rounding Clover Point, something wont 
wrong with tho Bail, and those on board tho 
littls craft did the beat thing for them to do 
under tho circumstances — reached tho 
shelter at Ross Pay and dropped anchor. 
There was a a wild wind blowing, however, 
and tho sloop dragged, so that those aboard 
wore glad of timely aasiatanco from shore, 
with which they wero able to make fust at 
the old garbage wharf. Horo safety was 
found for a time, but tho galo increasing in 
violence the sloop ultimately broke looso 
and wub dashed upon the boach, Christie 
and his companion having an uupleuauntly 
close call for their lives. During tho next 
few days a considerable poition of the cargo 
was rescued from tho wreckage and drift- 
wood and Bold on tho spot to rosidonts in 
tho neighborhood. A gold watch and the 
two guns carried uboard wero also recovorod 
a couple of days after tho wreck, but not bo 
over $200 in money which has gouo to tho 
bottom. The Medlark was ono of tho beat 
sloops of tho Victoria fleet, being 30 feet 
long, with a ten-foot beam, and admirably 



adapted to hor business ; tho owners are 
now endeavoring to patch up the wreck, 
but with poor hopes of making anything 
of it.

All the books that wise men havo ever 
written do not explain tho real meaning of 
Christmas charity any better than tho 
school children of Victoria did yesterday. 
They did nut writo compositions about it, 
it ia true, or make speeches. They did 
bettor still. When they went to school in 
the morning thoy took with them the great- 
est collection of eatables and " wearables " 
that bus ever been brought together in ouc 
room in this city, and all brought for the 
one purpose — to make the Christmas of the 
poor brighter and happier than it could 
have been without the children's help. 

Tliey hud been talking about it for days, 
theec little philanthropists, and though 
thoy didn't forget that lessons must bo 
learned, they managed to find time to do a 
great work. Of course, they enjoyed it 
too— everybody enjoys making other people 
happy, especially at Christmas timo. They 
had talked it all over with their teachers 
last week, and the teachers had told them 
to bring whatever they wanted to give to 
the poor people; then they had gone home 
and talked it over again with their mothers 
and fathers and big sisters and brothers. 
Thoro were very, very few who forgot to 
bring somelhimj and when all the little 
"somethings" were put together — why, it 
made a whole roomful of nice things ; 
enough to start a store I 

All the ward schools had thoir rooms set 
apurc for tho Christmas gifts, and theco 
rooni3 wero nono too large ; at the Central 
school the big class-room mude use of 
looked exactly aa if it was being used for 
an agricultural exhibition and wholesale 
grocery combined. What wasn't there iu 
that room, and all gladly, cheerfully given! 
Besides, at the Central school there was no 
less than §14 l!5 received by tho teachers in 
money, which came for tho most part iu five 
cent nieces, held tight in little red fiats. So 
if anybody has forgotten anything, which 
doesn't seem likely, there's the money to 
help buy it. 

At recess and lunch hour all tho Central 
school boys and girls had a louk through tho 
"store-room," where their gifts were dis- 
played in great piles — potatoes, dour? meat. 
Sugar, bread, everything from a can of 
condensed milk to a plum pudding, and 
from a scuttleful of coal to a nice new pair 
of red socka for aomebody's baby. Some 
thoughtful mothers had suggested little 
coats and even whole auita of warm cloth- 
ing, and these will make the poor children 
who get them all the more able to appre- 
ciate iheir good Christmas dinner, because 
they won't feel tho cold chilling them while 
they are euting it. 

The eight hundred and ninety pounds of 
potatoes at the Central school wero not all 
brought by one little boy or one little girl- 
on, dear no ! The nino or ton bagfula re- 
presented many offerings. Some weo chapa 
brought ua few as fivo or six potatoes, care- 
fully washed and tied up in pa- 
per. Some little girls brought them 
in their pinafores. If the poor peo- 
ple who aro to cat these potatoes 
for Christmas dinner could only huvo seen 
the happiness that fairly beamed from the 
givers' faces as they handed them to their 
teachers, surely they would more fully ap- 
preciate tho gift. Any way those potatoes 
must taste a good deul hotter than common 
potatoes that tho grocer sends homo in a 
auck. 

Just to show how well the children under- 
stand what ia needed at Christmas time, 
hero is the list of articles which they took 
to the Central school and which was dupli- 
cated on a smaller acale, with a few varia- 
tiona perhaps, in tho wards. The boya 
and girls hud better look over 
too, just to seo that nothing 
has been overlooked ; if it has the teachers 
will be glad to take it to-day or to-morrow 
there ia no danger of bringing too much ; 
over bo many hungry children, and men and 
women, are to be found iu Victoria oven at 
Christmas :

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STROEBEL CONVICTED. 



A Verdict ot Guilty— Sentenced to Be 
Hanged on the UOth of 
January. 



Review of the Evidence by tlio At- 
torney-General and the 
J inlffe. 



The aocotnl trial of Albert J. Stroebel 
for tho murder of farmer John Marshall, 
near Huntingdon, B. C, on tho 19th of 
April, concluded lust evening, after twelvo 
days in court, with a verdict of guilty and 
tho death sontence upon tho prisoner, who 
will become 21 years of age between now 
and the time of execution. Ho maintained 
a wonderful composure until the vory last, 
and apparently was leas impressed with 
tho solemnity of tho occasion than wore 
the great majority of the crowd who packed 
tho court room. All oyes wero of course 
rivotted upon him as he stood up to receive 
his sentence. Ho was attired in the dress suit 
of broadcloth, with regulation open vest, 
which has seemed so incongruous with his 
surroundings all through tho trial. As he 
stood one arm was akimbo, and tho other 
rested easily on the front of tho dock. He 
looked the judgo squarely in the f.ioa and 
never flinched as the dread sentence was 
pronounced. The execution will take placo 
in tho gaol yard at Victoria. Yesterday's 
proceedings opened at the usual hour, short- 
ly after 10 a.m. 

The Attorney-General opened his address 
by congratulating tho jury upon tha ap- 
proaching termination of the voluntary im- 
prisonment of twelvo days which they had 
exporioncod in tho performance of their duty 
as citizens. Ho complimented the counsel 
for the defence upon tho able manner in 
which he had conducted tho case for tho 
prisoner, on whoso behalf nothing possible 
had been left undone, and to secure fair play 
for whom tho Crown had adopted tho un- 
usual course of paying tho expenses of all 
witnesses desired by tho defence as well aB 
by the prosecution. Ho felt tho responsi- 
bility devolving upon him as tho represen- 
tative of eociety in this matter, but it was 
his duty simply to place tho case fairly be- 
foro them, drawing out tho full strength, so 
far as. his powers would permit, without 
concealment of anything, and usking no snap 
verdict nor seeking to obtain a condemna- 
tion by tricks or misrepresentation. In 
this solemn issue of life or death he was 
glad to find that tho prisoner's counsel, in 
his address, had done him the justico to say 
that so far the spirit of fairness had not been 
departed from, and ho intended to see that 
it should not bo now at tho close. He 
agreed with all that had been said 
about; tho responsibility of tho jury, 
and spoke of the praiBoworthy man- 
ner in which British Columbia juries 
had from the first years of its history done 
their duty, contrasting the orderly Btate of 
affairs resulting hero with tho disorders in 
the Southern States and elsewhero where 
the juries refused to do their duty and 
wero supplanted by Judgo Lynch, or where 
from the scruples of one man against capital 
punishment, of another against accepting 
circumstantial ovidenco, and from like 
cauaes, the jurors refased to grant convic- 
tions on clear evidence. He hoped in this 
caeo to be of aonio aervico to the jury in 
meeting their responsibility, and he would 
try to deal with tho caao categorically, eo 
that it might bo presonted as clearly as pos- 
sible. Ho wished at tho outset, however, 
to clear away somo of the cobwebs which 
had been drawn around the evidence, first 
of all alluding to the matter of capital pun- 
ishment. In answer to tho challcngo of tho 
defence that he should show that tho aboli- 
tion of capital punishment had been 
followed anywhere by an increase in crime, 
ho rend from Chambers' Internation- 
al Encyclopaedia to show that au 
increaao of crime had taken place 
under auch circumstances in Iowa and in 
Switzerland, and although ho had not at 
hand tho precise statistics, it was a well 
known fact that the same had been tho re- 
sult in other places where, though not 
abolished, it had fallen into disuse. In 
Iuly, where only ten per cent, of tho mur- 
detera convicted aro executed, murder, or 
homicide, constitutea a very largo propor- 
tion of the crime which in that countiy 
stalks boldly by night und by day. He 
pointed out to the jury however, that their 
duty was simply to try the prisoner, in tho 
words of their oath — -according to tho evi- 
dence, and not according to tho result. 
Such matters as t his were not even conclu- 
sively determined by tho jury, for in the 
event of their returning a conviction would 
be carefully examined by the Department of 
Justice at Ottawa before the sentence 
could bo carried out. As to 
circumstantial evidence, it was indis- 
putable, that men hud been wrongly 
convicted upon it, but these were cases 
occurring at long intervals, und in every 
case on lecord where a miscarriage had 
taken placo it was through the neglect of 
somo cardinal rule of evidence. For every 
wrongful conviction on circumstantial evi- 
denco thero wero three proceeding 
tho direct evidence of supposed actual wit- 
nesses. It was a well-known fact that a 
witness who deposed to actually seeing the 
crime committed might bo mistaken as to 
tho one fact stated, or might wilfully mis- 
state whut he did see; but in the case of a 
long chain of circumstantial evidence, 
where twenty or thirty facta were joined 
link by link there was leas liability of error 
through perjury or otherwise. Tho jury 
hud been told that because thero was the 
slightest possibility that tho deceased might 
have been killed by aome ono else, they 
should not convict the prisoner, hut. if juries 
acted upon this principle no one woulp 
ever bo convicted. Tho deceased might, it 
in true by a bare possibility, have been 
killed by anyone of the many settlers about 
him, but none of tho circumstances pointed 
to any of them and all pointed in the direo- 
tion of tho prisoner. In eases of this kind 
it was intended that, man should exercise the 
intelligence given him by the Almighty. 
Ho held that no jury would he true to their 
oath who refused to be guided by circum- 
stantial evidence where the oircumstancf a 
wero satisfactory. They had been told of 
instances of confession to escape punish- 
ment where prisoners found tho circum- 
stances very strongly against them, but that 
was not alleged to bo the case hero, for the 
prisoner denied that his exclamations to 
Moresby were a confession. As to the 
Lizzie Borden case which had been quoted ; 
tho acquittal thero had resultod from an 
important fact, absent from this case, 
though at the first trial it hud attempted to 
be established ; this was that tho murder 
might have been done by a third person not 
before tho court, who hud disappeared and 
could not be found— tho cooc of Old Sleuth 
exactly as represented ut the first trial, but 
which fell through when that witness ap- 
peared hero. 

Bosides tho general cobwebs, tiiero wero 
soveral particular ones which should bo re- 
movod. It had been said that tho prisoner 
might have fled inateud of remaining to ho 
arrested, but tho prisoner was a young man 



of intelligence- and know that flight to Ok- 
lahoma or anywhere elao would bo co- 
gent ovidenco or guilt, and ho alao know 
probably that tho lawa wero such that ho 
could be.arrestedby any policeman anywhere 
in tho United States. Tho Piggott forger- 
ies in the Parnell caso had been mentioned 
aa a possible parallel to tho damaging docu- 
ment supposed to have been written by the 
prisoner in this case, but tho cases wero not 
at all parallel, Thero Parnell took the 
stand and positively declared in a manly 
way that the papers were not hia 
writing and that ho had never written 
anything of tho kind. If ho had equivo- 
cally stated aa tho priaonor did, that ho 
could not say whether or not ho had written 
tho document, and that ho did not know 
whether or not ho had used such language, 
tho conclusion drawn would have been 
entiroly different. Ho had been challenged 
by tho defence to explain tho statement of 
Lucas that he told tho prisoner before the 
inquest, that Marahall had boon shot by a 
.4 I calibre revolver, in order to seo whether 
tho prisoner would make any remark or 
correction, and the defence had asked, how 
it was that Lucas know it was a ..'IS. Tho 
answer to this was that thero was nothing 
to allow that Lucas did know it was a .1)8 ; 
ho simply drew a bow at random and said it 
was a. 44 Tho counsel for tho defenco had 
maintained iu his address tho previous 
attack on tho witness Carpenter, hut thero 
appeared to bo no occasion for this, 
because a referenco to tho prisoner's 
testimony showed that ho there distinctly 
atated that what Carponter had said was 
true. The credibility of this witness was 
thereforo not an issuo. Then tho counsel 
for tho defence suid that Warnock spoke of 
meeting Stroebel at 9:45, whereas tho evid- 
ence showed that what Wurnock did Buy 
wua that it was about 10 o'clock when he 
met Stroebel, as ho had stopped work at 
9:45 and had put away the tools, put on his 
wraps and gone a considerable distance to- 
wards homo before ho met the prisoner, It 
was stated in tho address that Porter had 
borrowed money from Stroebel, but this was 
not the evidence, which showed merely that 
Porter said he owed Stroebel which he 
had paid to him ainco the arrest, but thia 
was not slated to bo borrowed money, and 
presumably was for work performed — quite 
a different affair. The fact that Stroebel 
had carelessly dieplayed his revolver on 
tho day of tho murder, and had 
thrown it on hia coat in such a 
way that if loaded it would have discharged, 
had been quoted in evidence in favor of tho 
prisoner, but thia argument was met by 
Stroebel'a own statemout that it waa hia 
habit not to carry tho rovolver loaded, but 
to keep the weapon in ono pocket .and tho 
curtridgea in tho other. If the witueasea 
Airheurt and Montgomery did vary as to 
whether it was tho 17th or the 18th when 
they parted the fact was not material, but 
merely showed, if it showed anything, that 
they had not prepared their testimony bo- 
foro coming into tho box. It hod been said 
that "Old Sleuth" had tho same oppor- 
tunity to commit the deed us Stroebel had, 
but this also wua a mistake, us the where- 
ubouta of "Old Sleuth " on the night of 
tho 19th were clearly established by 
the independent witness Black. 

Tho facta of the case thus briefly presented 
themselves: John Marahall pulled out of his 
pocket on Sunday, tho ICth April, to ahow 
a couple ot boys, one of whom wus an in- 
mate and the other a frequenter of tho 
house occupied by Stroebel, a glittering 
array of $'-!() piecen. The boys naturally 
talked of whut they saw, as shown by 
Charles liartlett. Ou the following Wed- 
nesday evening, at, 9 o'clock, Marshall's dog 
was heard barking furiously, and at 5:30 
the following morning Marshall was found 
dead at the threshold of his doorwuy, shot 
in tho head and neck by two bullets. The 
supper things wero on tho table, with 
knivea and forks, plates, cups and saucers set 
for two. There was meat and potatoes, thus 
evidencing tho last act of Marshall to have been 
thetaking of supperwith someone. Thiswus 
undoubtedly hia murderer, for the fact was 
sworn to that it was hia invariable practice 
to put hia meal things away immediately. 
Tho priBoner had dined with Marshall at 1 
o'clock tho aamo day, tho prisoner being at 
Marshall's house then without any osten- 
sible reason. The prisoner waa found at G 
o'clock going in direction of Marshall's 
house, whereas he had immediately before 
announced his intention of going in the op- 
posite direction. Marshall was killed by a 
..'iS calibre Smith & Wesson bullet fired 
from a cheap trade revolver with a highly 
rusted barrel, receiving a second wound 
from a similar missile in the front of the 
head. Prisoner had juat Buch a revolver 
with him on the day when he wua ut Mar- 
shall's, and at hia home wero found con- 
cealed cartridges of exactly the make which 
killed Marshall. The bullet extracted from 
the neck und one fired out of 
prisoner's revolver exhibit remarkable 
features of identity. Tho facts show 
that tho homicide occurred ubout 9 
p. m , and prisoner's whereabouts 
ure unaccounted for from (i to 10 p.m., ex- 
cept by himself. He omitted to account for 
those hours when first accused of the deed, 
and until brought to trial, months efter- 
wurds. He now accounts for his time by 
saying that contrary to his first conceived 
intention of going homo he went fishing for 
two and a half hours. To do this, he must 
have lished for at least ono hour in piteii 
darkness, to tho east of a hill behind which 
the sun went down at 7 o'clock, and he now 
changes his evidence on being confronted 
with this fact and says be did not fish so 
long. Ho claims to have fished in a plico 
unfrequented by fishermen, and where no 
ono ever saw or caught a fish except one of 
his own household, whose aim and object is 
to shield him and who tells such a story 
that is a palpable untruth. Hia fishing 
story is at entire variance with his state- 
ments at other times. Ho told a different 
fishing story at tho coroner's inquest; he 
told ono witness that, he got home between 
5 and II o'clock that night and consequently 
could not huvo gone fishing ut all ; ho told 
another that all ho did that night, waa to go 
up a half mile on Ahe track. He tells now 
that he saw men on returning to tho track 
from hia fishing ground, whereas he told 
McGillivray that ho saw no one. Ho told 
Silvorthorne that he sat at a bridge near 
Joe McQuee's old house fishing and whitt- 
ling that night, and then came back to got 
his revolver out of a stump near Marshall's. 
When ho got home that night, although 
ho aays the last time he hud eaten 
was .1 o'clock, he refused tho offer 
of supper und went to bed without any, 
The suspicion directed towards the prisoner 
by this chain of events was not counte rbal- 
anced by the facts brought out on his behalf, 
in the attempt to Bhow entire absence of 
motive. Hero was a young man behind with 
his landlady and in love with the landlady's 
daughter. His landlady told Lawrence 
that she expected money from Stroebel 
which he was to get from tho bank at West- 
minster, and told Carpenter that all the 
wanted wus to get her money und get rid of 
him. He must have known that hia suit for 
tho daughter's hand would not bo successful 
until ho could satisfy tho mother. Then 
ho wanted to buy tho barber shop from 
Carpenter for S'J50. Whilst admitting, 
prisoner gave a cunning explanation 
of this, hut thia atory did not help 
him, for while ho claimed that ho kept up 
tho pretended negotiations with Carpenter 



for tho purposo of finding a lost hono, it 
waa ahown that tho hone hud been found 
somo months before, though the negotiations 
wero atill pending, up to the time of tho 
murder. This wua undoubtedly a real 
desire to buy out the barber shop, und on 
tho very day of tho murder the prisoner hud 
mentioned the matter to Porter, whoae ovi- 
denco tho jury would cortainly not rtjoct 
becauau ho Had refuaed in tho box to repeat 
Stroebol'a identical wordB ; ho gave tho 
Benae, which wua all any man could reaaon- 
ably bo oxpected to give. Thero wus tho 
additional statement made by priaonor to 
Multon that he wished to buy tho barber 
shop. The result of a consideration of the 
ovidenco on thia point waa to Bhow that the 
prisoner'a atory about the tranauction wus 
an ubaoluto lie, und that ho had a real wish 
to acquire tho shop and to attain tho object 
of his deairo by marrying the girl of hia 
choice. Thia furnished tho motive. It had 
been conclusively ahown that he was in 
urgent need of money. Tho jury wero told 
that ho hud tho prospeot of money from 
Porter on tho ditching work which they 
were jointly to do, but the prisoner himself 
aaid that he could not expect any money 
aa the result of thia contract for at leaat 
two months, which was too long to wait for 
the attainment of tho object noureat hia 
heart. Tliua was offered a terrible tempt- 
ation when ho heard .tho boys' atory of 
the §20 gold pieces. It was a fable to say 
that tho prisoner waa possessed of land in 
Somaa, on Seymour Creek or anywhere else. 
It had been conclusively ahown that tho 
laud for a short time in hia namo was his 
brother's, only turned ovor to tho prisoner 
when t ho brother was sued by Loughreen. 
Tho position and the temptation of .the 
young man might bo thus concisely stated : 
He waa in debt to hia landlady ; burning 
with deairo to possess tho girl, and telling 
them both that he had money in the bank, 
which he had not got. He was anxious to 
purchase u business which would enable him to 
attain the object of his desires, but without 
a dollar to either pay hia landlady, redeem 
hia word, or purchase tho means of liveli- 
hood, to say nothing of the means by which 
ho could marry this girl. Ho knew, know- 
ing full well that there was no chance for 
him unless ho could satisfy Mrs. Bartlett, 
who hud begun to suspect him, and who 
told Carpenter that all alio wanted was to 
get her money and get rid of him. In 
thia time of temptation ho heard of the old 
mau's wealth, carried in his pocket, which 
furnished an explanation of the visit he paid 
i he old man in tho day time. 

The motive being thus shown the 
Attorney-General proceeded to discuss 
tho prisoner's dofence, which is what 
is called an alibi — that ho wus 
somewhere else ut tho time. The prosecu- 
tion contended this to ho a fabrication. In 
a fabricated defenco it was not expected that 
every statement would bo u fabrication — 
far from it. The art of lying is the skilful 
mingling of truth with falsehood so as to 
make that which is demonstrated us truth 
fully told, give color to the falsehood, it be- 
ing harder to detect falsehood wrupped up 
with truth than a lio outright. 

"A lie which Is half tho truth is ever tho black 
est of li. s 

A lie which is all a lio can ho met and fought 
outright, 

But a lie which Is half tho truth is a diil'orent 
thing to UKht." 

The time the prisoner has to account for 
is between and 10 p. in. Ho says that on 
the morning of the 20th everybody " sus- 
picioned" him, but instead of at onco 
attempting to clear himself by an account 
of his. movements on the previous evening, 
he did nothing of the kind, allowing himself 
to remain under Buapicion without uny sug 
g( ation of the fishing story on which ho now 
relies. To the coroner ho told not one 
word about those fatal hours, but said : 
" I did not tell it because I waa choked oif." 
ThiB was another deliberate falsehood, told 
to start another haro to lead tho jury off 
tho scent, juat »r the " Old Sleuth " hare 
waa started in New Westminster. That 
haro being run down by the Crown, the 
other was started by tho prisoner because 
Cupt. Pitteudrigh, the coroner, wus absent, 
and the Crown hud to ask the jury to wait 48 
hours while the coroner was sent for, with 
the result that tho story wua absolutely 
denied. Again ut the preliminary exumin 
ation tho priaonor hud nothing to say, but 
assuming even that at the preliminary ex 
animation be ucted on tho udvieeof counsel, 
this did not help him with respect to tho 
coroner's inquest, where ho had no lawyer. 
The storv appeared for the first time at tho 
trial at Westminster ; this waa fish atory 
No. 'J. The fish story No. 1 was tho one of 
fishing in the creek back of Marshall's house 
which he told at tho coroner's inquest. 
He auya that ho was a fieher- 
man, and that he commonly brought 
fish home, yet L'zzie Bartlett, who 
above all others would know, said in the 
box that she could not say tint ho had ever 
brought uny home. The prisoner had a 
pair of gum hoots, which he put on on the 
20th, when he went to find tho Chinaman, 
and if he intended to go fishing on the 19th 
across tho mora38, would he not have 
put them on in place of the light shoes 
which ho wore '.' Tho prisoner explained 
that when he decided to go to Marshall's 
for a drink of milk, Ho tossed his fishing 
rod over a fence, a very improbable story, 
for a rod iB not heavy and a fisherman 
would not he likely to throw it away where 
ho might have trouble in finding it. Ho 
contradict oil himself in the stories about 
fishing at the back of Marshall's house, 
where first of all he sail thero wus a ditch, 
where no fish would be, subsequently 
changing this story and saying ho fished 
there while Marshall cooked the dinner. In 
hia evidence coolly given to his own coun 
sel, prisoner said ho was fishing for two 
hours and a half, or more, muy be, which 
would leave him fishing for an hour and a 
half in impenetrable darkness. Thero was 
no quest ion us to tho time of darkness, be 
cj use that waa established by I he observe 
tions kept by Capt. Peelo. The prisoner 
saya the stream waa a wooded one, which 
indicates the unpracticability of fishing with 
a roil. Ho now claimed to have mot three 
men when going home ; lio told McGillivray 
he met no one. The prisoner said he fell 
and hurt his knee, and when opposite Hun- 
tington station sut down and saw it waa all 
black and bluo, but ut the place where he 
himself suid he sat he could not possibly see 
t ho injury by the aid of tho station light. 
A reasonable probability was that Stroebel 
actually did sit down where he aaid ho did, 
but that would be to avoid being seen by 
tho station master, who waa standing at tho 
door ubout tho time when the prisoner 
would have passed otherwise. As to tho 
time when the prisoner got, home, Charles 
Bartlett said it was not until ufter ' ten 
o'clock ; and t ho witness also said that when 
he passed into the dining room he carried 
his stick but not- a fishing rod, thus disprov- 
ing tho prisoner's story that ho put the stick 
and the rod together under the bink at the 
hall door ; and there was thu additional 
statement of John Bartlett, who tor somo 
reason appeared interested in shielding 
the prisoner, that "ho didn't have it 
with him that day, did he ?" Without 
tho fishing rod there wus certainly 
no fishing, and without tho fishing 
no alibi. It appeared perfectly clear that 
Stroebel'a witnessea told untruths us to tho 
time when ho ciuno homo. Another con- 
cocted story wus that of tho dialling about 
tho fish— tho prisoner in ono instanco say-

ing that only tho girl dialled him and that 
ho throw thorn away not to give Mrs. llart- 
lottachanco; but previously he had said 
that Mra. liartlett and Miss Burtiett had 
both joined in tho chaffing. That ho had 
hurt himself as stated on tho way home 
might have accounted tor the fact that, 
while he claimed to huvo had nothing to 
cut since 1 o'clock in tho afternoon, he did 
not care for anything, hut this dialling 
story showed that, if true, ho was not sick 
because of the hurt, and it was not on thia 
account that bo hud refused supper, which 
it would have been a plea8ure to hia sweet- 
heart to get him, as tho incident would havo 
acceptably prolonged their conversation. 
Moreover no auch suggestion hud been sot 
up by prisoner or his counsel. 

At tho Court adjourned until 2:15. 

The Atlcrney-fieuoral then resumed his 
uddresa, dealing with tho priaoner'a answer 
to the statements of tho wituesss with whom 
ho had conversed. Then there was tho 
dreadful statement of Silverthorn that he 
went back after he had been fishing to get 
his revolver out of a stump near Marshall's 
this statement bringing him tnere, by his 
own words, juat ut the timo, ubout 'J o'clock, 
when tho dog waa heard burking. Silver- 
thorn could not bo mistaken ; he went ac- 
cording to hia obligutiona ua an Odd Fellow 
to help a brother OJtl Fellow in diatress, 
and gave tho prisoner good advice to go be- 
foro a magistrate and clear himself by tell- 
ing hia atory, the result being tho unawer 
that the magistrate would not believo it, 
and tho rest that Silverthorn had related 
followed. Tho prisoner said that on the 
•20th everybody " suapicioned " him, but he 
could not apecify in what manner the bub- 
picion waa shown, well illustrating that 
" Suapiciou alwuya haunts the guilty mind," 
Tho thief doth fear each buah an officer." 

There was tho remarkable evidence of tho 
cartridges. Tho bulletB which occasioned 
Marshall's death are Smith & Wesson bul- 
letf; the! cartridges which Stroebel had are 
Smith & Wesson cartridges; two Smith & 
Wesson ahells and two unexploded Smith & 
Wesson cartridges wero found in his room 
the next day. The bullet which penetrated 
Marshall's nock waa fired from a barrel 
thick with ruat. Tho barrel of Stroe- 
bel'a revolver is thick with rust. The 
bullet which penetrated Marshall's neck was 
fired from a common cheup trade revolver. 
Stroebel'a rovolver is a common cheup trude 
rovolver. A bullet waa fired out of this 
revolvor. It was compared with tho bullet 
taken out of the buck of Marshall's neck, 
and tho appearanco of tho bullets were pre- 
cisely similar. Kay ufter ray of light shed 
perfect day upon the transaction. 

The barking of tho dogs, and tho incident 
of the lamp, fixed tho timo of tho murder aa 
about nine o'clock in tho ovening of the 
19th. The defenco aay that it could not 
have occurred then or else Airheurt or Ack- 
erman, or the others, would have heard the 
shotB, and they eay that Marshall must have 
been killed in tho morning about 5 o'clock. 
But Airheurt was up at that hour, and 
heard no shots then either, and aa account- 
ing for neither Airheurt und Ackermun or 
Jeseup not hearing shots was the fact that 
they wero in their houses with 
shut doors. Asa Aokerman rodo home 
from Burns', distant about half i 
milo, and arrived at 10 o'clock. Elmer Jes 
aup auys that between and 10 o'clock Ack 
ermun's doga wore not only barking but 
howling, aa they would commonly when 
they heard other dogs barking. That, cor 
responded exuetly with tho contention of 
the Crown thut Marshall's dog waa barking 
shortly ufter nino o'clock, and its barking 
or howling started Ackermun'a. That Mur- 
shall was found with his slippers on wus 
the strongest evidence that ho had been 
killed at night, after his work was done, for 
in the morning his first act would be to put 
on hia boots and go out to attend to his cat- 
tle. Airheurt and Jessup proved tho lurk- 
ing and thus tho time. The meal 
it had been shown could not have been 
anything else but the supper. Tho prisoner 
himself never thought until tho present 
trial of suggesting that the killing could 
have been any other timo that on the l!Hh. 
On the very next day tho prisoner wrote a 
document, picked up and handed to Lucas 
by John liartlett, now bo anxious to shield 
him. Iu this document ho wrote " I have 
got myself into a hell of a scrape ; old Mar- 
shall was killed on Wednesday, und they 
think 1 did it." This showed that then 
Stroebel bad no doubt as to tho timo when 
Marshall was killed ; to his mind it was on 
Wednesday tho 19th. It would be observed 
that while there wero insinuations of for- 
gery, the prisoner would not deny tho let- 
ter, but suid, " If that is the note given to 
you 1 may have wrote it, I won't Bay." 
All tho vital points in the case he similarly 
"does not recollect," und will not 
givo an honest denial to anything. It was 
absurd to suppose in the face of this equiv- 
ocal answer on the part of the prisoner that 
he had not written tho noto aa alleged. 
On tho day following tho murder 
Mrs. liartlett found tho cartridges 
and shells concealod between tho 
quilt and the mattress of his bqd. That she 
was un untruthful witness there was no 
doubt, but wherever alio gave evidence that 
was against the prisoner, whom alio is now 
so anxious to shield, though at first alio de- 
aired hia conviction, this must be considered 
most important, testimony, because it had 
been fairly wrung from her. She said then 
that tho took the cartridges away from the 
room and when asked gave them back with- 
out a word of explanation or warning, 
showing that it was not to keep them out 
of the way of the children — which the pris- 
oner said waa his object in hiding them — 
that she took them away from the room, 
but probably because she suspected Stroebel 
of oonnention with tho murder. As to 
Lucas, though his evidence waa not of the 
nature to moat rtrongly impress the jury, 
thero had been no foundation shown for tho 
vicious attack upon his character ; but tho 
whole evidence of Lucua might bn thrown out 
withoutimpairiugthocase for theCrown. Hut 
portions of it, which woro conciliated by 
Mrs. Bartlett and Miss Bartlett, helped to 
round off tho ovidenco. Tho statement 
which ho hud had prepared and which Mrs. 
liartlett had signed, was clearly shown to 
havo been road over to her by her daughter 
Mary and fully agreed to, but alio tolla the 
extraordinary atory now that she signed it 
because Lucus threatened her with nino 
months imprisonment in Vancouver jail. 
The business relationship between them waa 
a strortg argument against thia atory, for 
Mra. Bartlett was a customer of Lucas for 
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milk, which ho sold to holp in obtaining a 
liviug. Then an effort had been made to 
ahow that tho cartridges never woro con- 
cealed under tho bed, but rolled thero by 
accident, but oven granting that this waa so 
the fact would not be material, as tho cart 
ridges had been already clearly traced to 
tho prisoner by Mrs. Bartlett. Tho Bumo 
with respect to tho sheila found out- 
side the \\ indow ; they wero shown 
to havo been in tho prisoner's possession 
the day before, and it was of lit Lio 
moment whether ho threw them out of the 
window or otherwise disposed of them 
Lucus was confirmed by others in nearly 
overy point. While tho prisoner ut this 
trial denied that ho and Lucas had any con 
versation about tho cartridges, he aaid at 
tho lust that Lucas uaked him for them und 
when he went up to his room ho found they 
wero gono. Whether the conversation oc- 
curred before or after Mre. Burtlott made 
up tho bed Stroebel was convicted of hav- 
ing concealed them, and of having made un 
Untruthful statement when he told Lucas 
that ho had not got uny. Mra. liartlett 
pretended hero chat the bedstead shown to 
tho jury might not bo tho ono from Stroo 
bel's room alio aold to the Crown, but no 
one would seriously consider the pretension 
In accounting for the cartridges tho prison 
or said lie had only soven originully, and 
got two more from liartlett three weeks b 
foro tho murder, and then later thut ho had 
fired oil thcae same cartridges Bix weeks be- 
fore — an impossible Btatement. It iB true 
that he subsequently tried to correct him- 
self, and said thut ho had got the dates 
mixed up, but unfortunately for him other 
witnesses on his behalf had made the sumo 
mixture. As to tho shots alleged to have 
beon fired on Harrison street, Strum's testi- 
mony was that Lizzie liartlett told 
him tho prisoner hud never fired off hia 
revolver in her pre8ence. The witness 
Strum appeared to have told an untruth in 
tho box in tho matter of the conversation 
with Aokerman, and the jury might there- 
fore be disposed to reject his testimony. 
Thia waa not matorial to tho cuae, and might 
be rejected in whole or in purt without pre- 
judice to the case for tho Crown. 

To conclude with there was tho prisoner's 
statement to Moresby, which ho has to ad- 
mit, " \\ ill they let me .see my brothers 
and eiatera before they hang mo ?" ho ex- 
claimed, and now he tried to explain thia 
by Baying he thought thero waB no moro 
ahow for him ond ho waB to havo no trial; 
but then ho knew ho waa going 
to havo a trial, for on that vory 
day ho had written, " I am afraid 
they will take me to Westminster and try 
trie on the jury down thero," showing that ho 
knew full well of a trial and a jury trial, too. 
This exclamation, in conjunction with hia 
Btatement to Silverthorne, that at tho fatal 
hour ho was at the buck of Marshall's got 
ting his revolver from a atump, where ho 
had left it, indicated tho man who supped 
with Marshall, and the imvn who murdered 
him. Never waa a case moro clearly brought 
home to any one, by ovidenco by both cir 
cumstuntiul and direct. Concluding, tho At- 
torney-General aaid thut he hud now stated 
the ease society has made out against thia 
prisoner, and the jury had to deal with tho 
iaauo. He had simply drawn their utten 
tion to the fucta, and now it remained for 
thorn to bring in "a true verdict," giveh ac 
cording to the evidence. 

The Attorney-General occupied four houra 
and a half in the delivery of hia very com 
pleto address, and concluded at 3:30 p.m. 
tiiic judge's address. 

Ilia Lordship, beforo commencing hia 
charge, asked tho jury to take the two 
bullets, ono from the deceased man's necli 
and — one tired from the prisoner's revolver 
into the Hour sack — to aee whether, as stated 
by O. 13. Ackermun, there wero on ono of 
them lines diverging to the right which did 
not appear upon the other. He ha I ex 
umined them very minutely and failed to 
discover any such difference, and this fact 
he intended to comment upon very strongly 
in connection with tho testimony of Mr 
Ackerman. 

The jurors then examined tho bulletB, the 
lamp of the deceased being again lighted 
and passed uround to facilitate the inspec- 
tion. 

His Lordship, proceeding with his ad- 
dresa, told the jury ut the outset that they 
could not bo occupied more loftily than ut 
present, in determining a mutter of life 
or death. John Marshall hud been found 
dead, from violence, and tho prisoner hud 
been pitched upon us tho perpetrator of thia 
violence. The accused muat bo presumed 
innocent until shown to be guilty, and it 
was the duty of the Grown to establish the 
guilt, if possible. Before reviewing the 
evidence he wished to clear off ionic of the 
generalities with which their minds had 
been clouded. Counsel for tho defenco had 
asked them to givo to the Crown witnessea 
no credence whatever, because it was sug- 
gested that they lived near tho lino und 
could easily defraud the revenuo in a petty 
way. All tho witnessea wero first praised 
and then dispraised — put up liko so many 
nine-pins to bo knocked down, reminding 
him of the fencing school where you make u 
polite bow to your adversary and then at- 
tempt to run him through. The counsel for 
the defence practically aaid: "Tho wit- 
neaaea for the Crown are SO many demons ; 
mine aro so many angels." If this wero 
so then he would advise that tho doora of 
the courts be closed und that society revert 
to the primeval principles of justice Who 
of us, ho asked, is entirely free from vice ? 
Not one. Amongst the witnessea ho was 
sorry to see there were women, and that 
their ovidenco given at New Westminster 
so entirely differed from that given hero 
that ono waa puzzled which to believo. The 
jury must not, however, according to law, 
consider tho evidence given ut the former 
trial, otherwise than as affecting the credi- 
bility of the witnesses, except in tho caso of 
the prisoner, any statement by whom, 
wherever made, could ho used against him. 
In referring to Mrs. Bartlett, counsel for the 
defenco had reflected upon the Crown for 
having, as ho aaid, brought Mra. Birtlott 
hero to contradict herself; but tho Crown 
had done no audi thing. It had brought 
Mrs. Bartlett horo to tell the truth and 
it waa only when it wua found that 
alio told a atory differing ultogother from 
that told at Westminster, that tho permis- 
sion of tho Court was naked to treat her as 
an adverse witness. Mr. MorriBon had ox- 
horted them to remembor that tho responBi-

liility rested solely on them, ami to disre- 
gard, if need l)e, tho opinion expressed by 
tho judge, and thorefore, though ho hud 
been twelve years on tho bench, ho would 
oito to them the opinion of an established 
authority that although it is the exclusive 
province of tho jury to fix tho duo weight 
upon tho presumptions of fact, it wan tho 
duty of tho judge to adviso them more or 
less strongly at Ids discretion. From this 
duty he did not intend to flinch. They had 
been told that this ovidenco was not much 
to bo relied upon because it was what is called 
circumstantial, which means simply the evi- 
denco of circumstances, such ei tho two 
lamps now before them. If they turned 
their backs they would not see tho lamps, but 
they would bco tho light, which would 
bo circumstantial evidence that there 
were lamps there. It was not from 
one of the variety of facts that they 
were aaked to reach a conclusion, but from 
all combined, forming a chain of circum- 
stances more or leas strong against the pri- 
soner. If they wero to give the prisoner 
the benefit of the doubt, that doubt must 
be a reasonable one, based not upon sympa- 
thy but wholly upon tho evidence as set be- 
foro them. This showed that Marshall was 
found in the early morning by Airheart, 
who had set a trap for bears. Tho night 
before Ainhoart'saoute c ar had heard the vio- 
lent barking of a dog. He located it as Mar- 
shall's dog, and surmised that thoro was a 
boar in tile trap. In tho morning early he 
went to the trap and found it undisturbed; 
then ho went to Marshall's house and there 
found him dead, with a great clot of blood 
upon his face. Ho looked in and saw the 
indications that two people had a meal 
there. The neighbors compared notes, and 
an a result the prisoner was arrested. 
The post mortem examination showed a bul- 
let wound through the forehead und ono 
through the back of tho neck, and also a 
cut on the nose, which might have been 
caused by a blow from r. stick. The bullet 
ho would deal with at once, for ho had littlo 
hesitation in saying that, if the jury 
thought the bullet taken out. of tho neck 
could not have been fired from the prisoner's 
revolver, there was littlo doubt that the 
prisoner would ho free. Two expert wit- 
nesses, Mr. Webb and Mr. Barnbley, com- 
pared this bullet with ono fired from the 
prisoner's revolver into a Back of dour, and 
declared tint they bore every indication of 
having been tired from the same revolver, 
and that the peculiar marks made by tho 
rust in the barrel were identical. Against 
these two disinterested witnesses, who 
would have been inhuman monsters if, 
knowing the issue hanging on their words, 
they had misstated the case, was produced 
Mr. O. B. Aokermai), acknowledged as an 
interested witness, though that was 
nothing to his discredit. It was this 
witness, however, who had been caught 
trying to mislead tho jury in Now West- 
minster in tho matter of the experiment he 
had made, with the mattress, and who in 
suppressing tho truth had been guilty of 
falsehood. He endeavored to mislead tho 
jury here, but did not succeed so far as the 
mattress was concerned. Unabashodby one at - 
tempt, however, ho made another. Coming 
before them as an expert because he had 
been a member of- the United States cavalry 
or mounted infantry in ISO.'!, ho had taken 
the bullets to tho jury and compared them 
with the greatest confidence. In answer to 
tho Attorney-General's questions ho had in 
the coolest way told them that the bullet 
would not be flattened in the slightest by- 
contact when it entered Marshall's neck, 
whiie the bullet itself was Bilently pro- 
testing against him, for it had been 
smashed und battered und ripped 
from top to bottom, though still 
retaining tho wonderful similarity of the 
shots caused by rust. Tim man in the most 
confident and j aunty way disposed of the 
evidence of tho two experts, but His Lord- 
ship believed that he wished to mislead the 
jury in this instance ju-it as he plainly did 
in the matter of the bedstead. If tho 
bullet fired into tho flour sack and that 
taken out of Marshall's neck were shown to 
bo so alike that they almost assuredly were 
fired from the satno revolver, and that the 
revolver of Albert Stroebel, then the case 
for tho crown would be almost completed. 
But there was the prisoner's case, and tho 
prisoner was a voluble man, who talked a 
great deal, the effect of this talk being to 
show how cleverly ho extricated himself 
from difficulty after difficulty only 
to get himself into another in tho 
matter of the story he told, tossing off in- 
convenient facts just as readily us ho said 
he tossed his fishing rod over the fence. 
His Lordship did not believe that Stroebel 
started out that morning with tho intention 
of committing the murder. But he knew 
Marshall had money; and ho wanted money, 
as shown by ono witoess after another in 
the most unmistakeablo way, notably by tho 
witness Porter, a man of unimpeaonable 
charucter, who said that Stroebel told him 
the day of the murder that ho intended to 
buy the barber shop. The evidence did not 
show particularly that Stroebel knew that 
Marshall had a largo sum of money, but it 
did show that the boyb' story of the bag of 
gold he had pulled out of his pocket had 
been generally talked about at Bartlett'a 
hotel, und therefore was probably heard by 
the prisoner. True, there was no evidence 
cf robbery, but whoever did the deed pulled 
out tho pocket out of which tho bag of gold 
had been drawn. There was no evidence 
that any gold had been found there, and if 
that hidden in the house wus not found it 
was no doubt because tho murderer was 
frightened by tho risk of discovery on ac- 
count of the noiso made by tho dogs and of 
the shots, and had hurriedly made oil". Tho 
prisoner on his own behalf set up an alibi, 
giving a strange uccount of his movements 
on that night. The most unfortunate part 
of this story was tho manner in which it 
varied from time to time; and his appear- 
onco and general demeanor in the dock 
when telling this story was not in his favor. 
This story showed that ho started out in 
light shoes, and, then fore, not with tho 
intention of fishing. Tho day was account- 
ed for up to the timo ho left l'orter to go 
home, us ho said, but lie was found at ten 
minutes to (i going in tho opposite direc- 
tion, towurds Marshall's house, by Baxter 
when icturning homo on tho velocipede. 
Ho says now ho was going for 
his rod, but ho has ut differ- 
ent times pointed to pluccs far 
apart as where tho rod had been left. 
He tripped up in his story timo and timo 
again. According to what this man asked 
the jury to beliove ho was engaged whittling 
and fishing for upwards of an hour and a 
half when the night was almost as dark as 
Erebus, anil then started to cross a swamp 
which his own witness (Ackermun) Baid no 
sano man would attempt to pass over. Tho 
prisoner explained that ho wua ablo to cross 
because he was so familiar with tho coun- 
try. According to his story, ho got to the 
track and turning round to look after threo 
men whom ho says he saw, ho fell and bo in- 
jured his kneo that he stayed thcro an hour. 
Going on he camo to tho station. Ho did 
not go in, as one acquainted thoro naturally 
would, but sat on the opposite side of tho 
track, where it must have been almost dark, 
to examine tho hurt. At 10 o'clock ho was 
met by Wurnock, walking smartly, When 
ho got home, although ho hud a sweet- 



heart there, he told her or any ono else, 
not ono word about his injury 
though thoro he was sure of sympathy, 
His Lordship usked if it had over struck tho 
jury when bearing of this hurt that if it ex 
isted it wus received iu a struggle with 
Marshall, and that thereforo it was that ho 
had avoided tho station and had not 
mentioned it at home. Tho Bartletts, 
father and son, toll of tho prisoner's entry, 
and agree that thoro wero nono of the 
women around. Mrs. Bartlett says that 
she and her daughter wero in tho kitchen 
when Stroebel camo iu, entering from the 
dining room, but alio Bays not a word about 
fish, simply that something was said about 
suppor, which he refused. Stroebel says 
that ho put his fishing rod and his stick 
under tho Bink just beside the hall door, but 
John Bartlett tells that when ho puBBed 
through the hall and paused for a moment 
at tho office door ho had tho stick, but 
nothing olso, in his hand. That was when 
John Bartlett made tho remark : "I thought 
you woro lost to-day, Al," to which the 
prisoner made no reply. His sweetheart 
did say that sho saw the fish, lover-like 
coming to his rescue, und though ho usked 
the jury not to blamo the poor little thing it 
seemed to him that tho whole fish story was 
an iuvontion. Stroebel tolls about the inci- 
dents of the next morning, und how though 
no ono told him that ho wus suspected, "my 
mind kind of turned that way." The sug- 
gestion must havo como from that silent 
monitor, conscience, from which no ono is 
freo. There was incontrovertible evidence 
to his remark, " That let's mo out," when 
tnld that Marshall had been shot with a '44 
calibre revolver. This might have been a 
perfectly innocent remark, and tho jury 
might properly treat it as such if they liked. 
There was next the document picked up in 
the hotel where Stroebel had beon writing, 
which John Bartlett had picked up and 
handed to Lucas. All tho witnesses for the 
defence had given the prisoner a good charac- 
ter. Tho directors of the Bank of Glasgow 
had a good reputation until they were found 
out. What was this hoy'.- reputation worth 
to him if he committed this crime? What 
reputation would attach to a boy who would 
use the language in writing to his sister, 
" I havo got myself into a hell of a BOiape?" 
What scrapo had he got himself into if in- 
nocent ? One thing led to another until tho 
cartridges were found — two empty aud two 
loaded shells — hidden on them attrcss. Why 
wero tho shells there, and why would Mis. 
Bartlett tako them away from there ? Ad- 
mitting it wus, us sho said, for the protec- 
tion of her children, an extraordinary thing 
then occurred. Sho was called back and 
asked what had sho done with the car- 
tridges. Sho gave them back, and thero 
was, Bhc says, not one word said between 
them. Their eyes no doubt met, and thero 
was an understanding between them, why 
there were no words ono could conjecture. 
Tho cartridges wero not further accounted 
for until found by Lucas under the 
mattress. Mrs. Bartlett said tho bed 
Blipped down between the clothing and the 
frame of tho bed, but when shown in the ad- 
joining room to this court that this could 
not bo, she had astounded him by declaring, 
in the coolest manner possible, "That's not 
my bed," although it wus clearly proved by 
the officers of tho Crown und by tho prison- 
er's own witness, Aokerman, that it was. 
Tho finding of tho empty shells was of littlo 
importance; the jury might put what value 
they liked upon Lucah' story, that ho had 
looked in the lano in consequence of his 
dream, and hail found them there. They 
had been found already in the prisoner's bed 
by his protectrix, Mrs. Bartlett. The pri- 
soner was arrested by Mr. Moresby, a kind 
hearted man, and put to bed in the hotel. 
He suddenly burst into a flood of tearB — it 
was for tho jury to say whether or not thoso 
tears wero prompted by a burdened con- 
science or, as ho said, by his gross 
ignorance of British law, in sup 
posing that ho would be condemn 
ed without triul. " As aoon us ho told me 
1 would have a trial," he exclaimed jaunt- 
ily "I braced up." Iu conclusion, His 
Lordship auid, in addressing the jury, he 
had spoken just as ho felt; he had sought to 
avoid acting the part of the advocato and 
not of the judge. Ho realized the respon- 
sible poaition which ho was placed in with 
respect to capital punishment, and ho was 
not ashamed to confess that ho sometimes 
felt like shirking it. Tho Legislature in 
England had stepped in to provide ugainst 
tho judge shirking his duty, und that when 
the jury returned a certain verdict tho 
judge must pronounco a certain sentence. 
But this was not the end of tho case, for 
thero was a merciful power at Ottawa 
before which the judge's notes must 
bo sent, and whero they would 
receive careful consideration, with the ro- 
ault that, if it appeared to be called for, 
clemency would be extended. If tho jury 
found that there was a doubt in favor of 
the prisoner they must give it to him, but 
that doubt must bo a substantial one, not 
based on shadows. He desired to say, 
though not in tho habit of descending to 
flattery, that the prisoner's counsel had con- 
ducted this case in an admirable way, and 
that nothing had been left undono which 
could have been done in his behalf. It was 
in the prisoner's favor that tho triul took 
place a good while after tho event, when tho 
first feeling of resentment, had died away 
and when the jury were better ablo to do 
what is just und righteous between the man 
and the law. 

The Judge's charge concluded at 0:05 
p in. After some discussion, in which it 
was brought out that the jury might legally 
go out to dinner as usual before considering 
their verdict, it was thought better to have 
tho meal brought up to them in the jury 
room, and this was accordingly ordered, the 
jury retiring. The court wus thon ad- 
journed until !) p.m. 

At nino o'clock Ilia Lordship took his 
seat and, having sent for tho jury, when 
they entered, informed them that thero 
wero one or two points to which he wished 
to draw their attention before they agreed 
upon their verdict. Ho had intended to 
instruct them to banish from their minds 
entirely tho conversations which bad taken 
place between Mrs, Bartlett and Law- 
renco, except so far as they af- 
fectod her credibility, and ulao the 
statement of Lawrenco that ho had a good 
opinion of Lucas, that not being proper 
evidence, He also wished them to discard 
altogether tho paper signed by "Mary," 
and purporting to bo a statement by Mrs. 
Bartlett. Respecting tho tramps men- 
tioned, taking first tho one seen by Elmer 
Jessop, thoro was nothing to show thut he 
was armed, and if ho wero in tho neighbor- 
hood with any evil deaign ho would not 
havo culled attention to himself by 
speaking, und would not havo boeu 
standing in the conspicuous placo iu which 
ho was seen. There was a bare possibility 
that ho had a trade revolver which would 
havo marked a bullet similarly to that 
which killed tho deceased, but this was a 
contingency which would not happen onco 
in a thousand times, Tho evidence about 
Marshall's dog was most significant. Tho 
dog, although he know Airheart, did not 
greot him in a friendly way 
when ho approached tho corpso on 
tho morning, but growled, being 
evidently a dog not oaay to mako friends 
with. There wero no auch sounds heard in 
tho morning us thoso which must havo

TAXATION THE THEME 

I Of the Meeting at the City Hall Last Evening 
— Tho Resolutions. 

I Notwithstanding tho rain last evening, 
tho Council room was comfortably tilled by 
sympathizers in the single tax movement. 

President Howell occupied the chair, and 
opened tlio proceedings with a few remarks 
on the present state, of tho Municipalities 
Act and legislation generally. Ho con- 
sidered ic unjust that members in the House 
representing Nanaimo, Cariboo and other 
remote places should have a say in decid- 
ing what the city should bo taxed, how it 
should be taxed and when it should be 
taxed. 

Mr, Cameron moved tho following resolu- 
tion : That in tho opinion of this meet- 
ing tho Municipal act should bo altered to 
mako it, compulsory to exempt all improve- 
ments from taxation ; and that tho bys- 
tern of taxing useful trades and in- 
dustries by trades' licenses bo abolished. 
In support, of this ho referred to tho fact 
that municipal legislation had fallen into 
the hands of a few who wore interested in 
municipal government. Other cities had 
had special acts, but what would bu good 
for oue city would not bo so for another 
one. 

Mr. W. Mai-ohant spoke to tho resolu- 
tion. His views wero fully on tho lino of 
single tax. It would bo wise to remove 
taxation on improvements, because there- 
from resulted enterprise and energy, which 
are far more valuable to a city than capital. 
There was an instance in Vancouver and 
Victoria. Tho latter no doubt had more 
stored up capital than Vancouver, but 
the latter could bo said, with- 
out any disparagement to our city, 
to bo more enterprising. Enterprise 
was the result of labor, and so were im- 
provements. It was wrong to tax the 
worker ; ifjyou tax any one, tax the idler. 
(Hear, hear.) All improvements, such as 
buildings erected, need certain protection, 
is it not necessary that those buildings 
should pay their respective shares of the 
cost of lire and police protection'.' We are 
all agreed in this, but it ia like Bogging a 
dead horse. As to licenses, they were some- 
thing hk.c relics of tho dark ages. Tho 
meeting would bo told that >they were 
for purposes of revenue. Take the trade 
licenses. Last year something like $'2'2,00() 
were collected at a coat of some S per cent. 
Tho tax bad miserably failed in its purpose. 
The speaker also deprecated the trade 
liceueo aa being unjust and unequal in its 
application and calculated to hamper trade, 
us the largo trader on Government street, 
making ft revenue of thousands of dollars a 
year, had to pay no moro than tho small 
storekeeper in an obscure part of the city. 
Then there wero tho professional gentlemen, 
doctors and lawyers, who ahould bo charged 
the same aa tho small trader. After that 
came the revenue tax, as it was 
called ; a moro insane, unjust, idiotic 
and ridiculous tax could not bo im- 
agined. It was manifestly unjust that tho 
man with the small income had to pay as 
much aa the woalthy man. Upon what 
principle of justice was that baaed? One 
would have thought that wo of tho nine- 
teenth century had overgrown this ab- 
surdity. The ditliculty attaching to its col- 
lection was another objection. There was a 
large number excluded from paying in the 
Chinese quarter. The chief idea of taxes 
was that they should be collectable. The 
principle of alnglo tax was that every dollar 
could bo collected. He hoped that this tax 
would ere long be relegated to the dark 
ages from which it came. 

M. Cohen Baitl this resolution endorsed the 
whole movement of single tax. It proposed 
to abolish not merely ine taxation of im- 
provements ou land, but tho imposition of 
taxes ou all usnlul industries. Ho invited 
discussion on the question, alleging that the 
great complaint single tax men had was 
that they did not meet with any solid op 
position. 

The chairman put the question, and the 
mo'ion was carried with only one dissentient 
voice. 

Mr. 15. H. West moved the second resolu 
tion as follows : "That in tho opinion of 
this meeting the properly qualifications f 
Mayor and Aldermen shauld be abolished." 

He did not see why $500 or $1,000 should 
atand in tho way of a mun'a election, if his 
mental capabilities qualified him for the 
position. There was Sir John A. M 
donald who was looked upon as a born 
leader of men, yet through his brilliant 
life he had not amassed, fiee of encum- 
brances, $500. Now, in Victoria Sir John 
would have been excluded from a seat at 
the aldormanic board. Where was the wis- 
dom of such a provision? The three points 
of disqualification were the fact of being a 
minister of the Gospel, a felon, and a man 
without §500 worth of real estate. Thai 
was a peculiar combination, and 
was surely a relic of the dark 
ages. This property qualification was 
the outcome of clasa legislation. lis prin- 
ciple was that property was to be more con- 
sidered than manhood; it was humanity in 
Us highest sense, and not vested rights, that 
should be considered. It was a mistake ti 
judge a man by the amount of property In 
amasses in a community. There were some 
of the grandest figures in history who had 
been born, had walked anil died in poverty, 
several of whom the speaker instanced. 
Mr. Berridge seconded the resolution. 
The chairman said that when we aee the 
pcoplo in England extending municipal 
government from oounty to parish, 
seemed to him that wo in British Columbia 
were behind in the race in requiring a 
property qualification in the men whom 
elect to manage our affairs. He would lik 
see some one discuss this point, because they 
did not wish to have things their own way. 
He instanced the case of his native city 
where men had for years been on the 
council board and had not §500 worth of 
property, while there were others possessed 
of thousands of pounds who could not be 
elected. 

The motion was carried with two dia 
scnticnts. 

Owing to tho latencaa of the hour the 
third resolution, which dealt with pro 
portionate legislation, waa not put, and the 
meeting adjourned to a time to bo fixed, 
when fuller consideration could bo given to 
the matter.

STROEBEL CONVICTED- 

Continued from pane Seven. 



started Ackerman's dogs barking tho even- 
ing bi fore. The fact that tho bed was not 
made up was commented upon, but the jury 
must recollect that farmers uro not in the 
habit of always making up their beds. Tho 
tramp seen by Baxter was shown to havo 
passed on. The man found in Stroehel's old 
homo appeared to be innocently there, 
for aa the neighbors all saw him when dis- 
cussing the murder and found nothing aus- 
picious he seemed to bo out of tho question, 
As to the threo men Stroebel said be saw, if 
he did not get hia hurt upon the ruil they 
were quite my thioal, lie asked in conclu- 
sion that tho jury would remember for 
whom the Attoruoy-Oeueral appeared in 
this caso. It was not for any private per- 
son, but for the Crown, that is, the people. 
Ho asked the jury to say for what further 
time they wished the court to adjourn, 

Tho Foreman — For just about lifteen 
minutes, Your Lordship; and wo woultl 
like to have the indictment. 

This was handed in and the court again 
adjourned. 

In about the timo indicated by the fore- 
man thete was a knock on tho door of the 
jury-room and tho sheriff, opening it, was 
informed that the jury were ready to enter 
court. His Lordship was duly summoned, 
and when ho took the bonch Mr. Morrison 
said that in case the verdict might bo against 
his client he wished to ask to have 
a number of exceptions noted before the 
jury entered. This being allowed, ho stated 
the objections, which wero briefly : I. That 
evidence respecting Mrs. Hartlett's state- 
ments about the prisoner had been impro- 
perly admitted ; '1, that witneasea were re- 
called after the cloae of the Crown case ; I!, 
that witnesses had been recalled to contra- 
dict the priaoner'a statement ; I, that the 
Judge's oharge contained an expression of 
Hia Lordabip's opinion ; 5, that the 
jury were recalled and charged a 
second time, notwithstanding that they 
had not requested further instructions; 
anil l), generally, all exceptions taken dur- 
ing trial. His Lordship noted the objections 
but refused to reserve the case upon them. 
Ho answered each objection, giving rea- 
sons of which space prevents tho publica- 
tion. 

The jury entered at 10:05 p.m., and in 
anawer to the Registrar announced their 
verdict — " Guilty." 

Thornton F ell, on behalf of the priaoner 
asked to have tho jury polled. 

The Attorney-General said this mutter 
had been decided upon in tho Supreme 
Court of the Province, whoso decision that 
tho jury need not bo polled waa upheld by 
tho Supreme Court of Canada. 

His Lordship refused the request, for the 
reason stated by the Attorney General, nclel- 
ing that he did not wish to put the jury in 
tho unpleasant position of standing up 
singly in court to answer tho questions 
which would be put iu polling. He then 
asked the prisoner what ho had to say why 
he Bhould not bo sentenced. 

Tho prisoner (after a momentary consul- 
tation with his counsel)— "Well, I atill hold 
I'm innocent, My Lord." 

His Lordship— You havo had a fair 
trial 

Prisoner — I have. 

His Lordship — You have had able coun- 
sel 

Prisoner — I have. 

His Lordship— Vou have had every ad- 
vantage I coukl obtain for you 

Prisoner — I have. 

Hia Lordship continued, addressing the 
prisoner, that he did not want to Bay one 
unkind worel to him, anel though other 
judges might indulge in a lccluro he felt 
that ho could not trust himself to elo so. 
After the verdict of tho jury ho had but one 
alternative — to sentence him to death. 
Ho would however give him ample 
time ao that his counsel might be able to 
make an appeal if necesiary, and if the timo 
slated was not sufficient he would havo no 
objection to grant a reprieve if applied for 
If he might express any aurpriae, it waB 
that one so young as tho prisoner bhould 
commit such a barbarous crime. 
He waa Eorry that the prisoner 
rhould havo allowed his passions to 
get the better of him. The sentence 
of the law waa that ho be executed this day- 
six weeka. It waa usual to fix the execution 
at a month from the sentence, but he made 
the time longer so that there might be op- 
portunity to forward the papers to Ottawa. 
" You havo wonderful nerve," His Lord- 
ship continued ; " I am surprised at it 
Vou must not blame the jury. They have 
been endeavoring to do what is right, and 
when the judge on tho bench agrees with 
them, they may consider themselves ab- 
solved from any (responsibility. " 

To the jury His Lordship said that they 
might carry homo with them the impression 
that they had done their duty, and, he in- 
formed them that hail he been one of their 
number he could have come to no other con- 
clusion. 

The formal Bentenco of execution by hang- 
ing on Tuesday, the 30th day of January, 
wan then passed upon the prisoner. 

Tho court adjourned until Thursday 
morning, at 10 o'clock, when tho Attorney 
General will announce what further caaes 
are to be brought on at theae assizes.
